FIRE PREVENTION DAY 


Saturday, October 9, has been set 
apart as Fire Prevention Day. 
It is 
the anniversary of the Chicago fire. 
Cleaning up rubbish, fire drills, lec­ 
tures by fire fighters in schools and 
elsewhere, and examination of appa­ 
ratus are urged. 
A fruitful observance for this pur­ 
pose would emphasize the idea that 
security from fire is a matter of indi 
vidual 
temperament. 
Some 
people 
are born cautious. 
If a mutual in­ 
surance company could he constituted 
of such persons only, it could give a 
very low rate of premium. 
But the 
most cautious persons may have neg­ 
ligent helpers. 
To the newspaper man who trots 
around reporting fires, it is noticeable 
that in most cases no one has the 
least idea how a fire started. 
If tile 
owner can’t think of anything else. he 
charges it up to “spontaneous combus­ 
tion,” “matches gnawed by mice,” or 
defective 
wiring.” 
These 
ancient 
and hoary stock 
causes 
should 
he 
given a rest. 
They are badly over­ 
worked. 
They have been the goat for 
many offences they never committed. 
There are more people 
who 
can 
guess how fires started than are will­ 
ing to admit it. 
This does not mean 
that they burned their own buildings I 
for the insurance. 
It is simply that 
they are ashamed of their stupid aits 
of thoughtlessness. 
Nine-tenths of the fires come from 
some little act of personal reckless­ 
ness. 
The custom of throwing lighted 
matches into waste baskets and other 
rubbish wipes out regularly its mill­ 
ions of property. 
Failure to clean out 
chimneys and smoke pipes is a fruit­ 
ful cause. 
Many people allow stove 
pipes to rust. out. 
A fire of light 
refuse is started in the fall, and the 
sparks emerge freely from the rotten 
pipe. 
People will open all the drafts 
of a furnace of stove anil go off and 
lock up the house 
Soon the over­ 
heated pipe sets unprotected wood 
work afire. 
Another wretched habit is allowing 
a mass of flimsy packing cases and 
packing material to collect in base­ 
ments. 
lf Fire Prevention Day could 
arouse people to the 
stupidity 
and 
costliness of such careless ways. it 
would he well worth making a legal 
holiday of it.

The last part of the job, that of lay­ 
ing the outfall pipe into the ocean w»r 
let to the Holland Construction Co. 
This company which is a thoroughly 
reliable one was not familiar with this 
sort of work and after Borne difficulties 
had been experienced the contract was 
sublet to the Mercereau Bridge 
and 
Construction Co., who finished the job 
promptly. 
The total length of the main 
line 
sewer including the outfall is 13,557 
feet, of which 1300 feet is outfall and 
is built of 12-inch cast iron pipe. 
The trunk line through which the 
entire sewage is carried into the sep 
tic tank is built of 24 inch pipe and is 
4402 feet in length. 
The east side is 
served by a ten inch line 3930 feet in 
length. 
The 
west 
side 
is 
served 
by

3925 
feet 
in 
length, 
of 
w.hlch 
625 
feet 
is 
18 
inches 
in diameter. 
This size pipe extend# 
to Main street. The remainder of the 
line is built of sixteen inch pipe, run­ 
ning as far west as Fourteenth street. 
The septic lank is 40x20 feet and 
ten feet deep.
